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Three Ways of Thought in Ancient | 
China. ‘By Arthur Waley. (Allen and 
Unwin. 7s. 6d.)

To enjoy this, like other transla- 


tions by Mr. Waley, it is not neces- 
sary to be an orientalist. While the 
ginologue, the anthropologist, and the 
amateur of political science (if there 
really is such a thing) may. each 
glean a useful harvest from it, the 
more casual, dabbling reader can read 
it for pleasare, safe with a translator 
of sensibility, taste and wit, who 
knows how to filter, adapt, interpret 
and arrange his material. The book 
consists of annotated extracts. from 
three ancient Chinese philosophical 
works made up largely of ancedotes, 
fables and dialogues, and appealing 
respectively to the imagination, to 
the sense of propriety, and to the 
less enlightened kind of appetite for 
Jaw and order, The Taoist Chuang 
Ta is devoted to the 
cultivation of the inner powers 
of the individual; the Confucian 
Mencius to the pursuit of goodness 
and a conventional morality; and the 
“Realists” to something barely dis- 
tinguishable from Nazi-ism, to the 
supremacy of the State, to the fuhrer- 
prinzip (or tyranny), to war ‘(or 
the forcible expansion of |ebensraum), 
to rules and regulations, to the promo- 
tion of mutual espionage, to the 
suppression of culture, and the re- 
jection of private standards of right 
and wrong. Yes, even China in the 
fourth century B.C. had its anti-de- 
mocrats and its Gestapos. If it be 
ene of our war alms to “crush Nazi- 
ism” we have begun a little Late in 
the day: how can one “crush” a mode 
of thought and policy that has had 
fits followers all through: history? 


Chuang Tzu, says Mr. Waley, is 
“one of the most entertaining as well 
as one of the profoundest books in 
the world.” Chuang Tzu, in fact, is 
a philosopher to the marrow, whereas 
Mencius is something of a mtoralist, 
virtuous and vexable, a trifie school- 
vmasterish, even a little Blimp-like in 
his conservatism. Certainly Mencius 
is on the side of decency, dignity, 
and peace. A king asked him how 
a world settlement could be arrived 
at. By unification, said Mencius, 
“who is capable of uniting the world?” 


-- the: king asked.- -“If-there---wero-—a _._The_woman raised an alarm 


single ruler who did not delight in 
slaughter,” said Mencius, “he could 
unite the whole world.” In conversa- 
tion with another king he enlarged 
upon a subject that was later to in- 
terest that very different philosopher 
Balzac—the effect of poverty on 
character and behaviour—and sug- 
gested what is sometimes forgotten, 
that good government, good manners, 
and good morals are impossible with- 
out filling the bellies of the people. 
’Mencius makes us respect him, but 
Chuang Tzu charms us. While fish- 
ing in a river he was interrupted by 
two high officers of State who had 
come to offer him: a dictatorship, 
Without even bothering to look up he 
told them a parable about a_ holy 
tortoise, and. ended,,.“Well then, be. off 
with you, and leave me to drag my 
tall.in the mud.” This attttude was a 
symptom of his “non-attachment,” a 
doctrine not ‘without its followers 
among living Englishmen... | 
“Quietness, stillness, emptiness, not- 
having, inactivity —- these -are the 
balancers of Heaven-and Earth, the, 


very substance of the. Way and its 
Power ... The Wise Man rests there- 
in, and because he rests, he is at peace. 
.«.. To remain detached from all 
outside things, is the climax of 
fineness.” . 

But the Taoist is not necessarily a 
recluse, and he is far too Intelligent to 
be-unaware of what is going on 
around him. In political and social 
matters his doctrine is one which, if 
only because he believes that law 
makes criminals, we should in Europe 
call.anarchism (“the only political 
doctrine,” Mr. Herbert Read has said, 
“which is consistent with our love of 
justice and our need for freedom”). 
The Taoist’s objection to war is not 
“conscientious,” but simply reason- 
able: “it is based on the absolute in- 
significance and futility of the utmost 
that conquest can gain or that defence 
can secure, when compared with the 
limitless inward resources of the in- 
dividuaL” Non-attachment, Taoism, 
anarchism: these words remind us that 
we seem to have heard something 
lately about a “thin yellow line” of 
pacifism. There is a thin yellow line 
of pacifist thought that runs right 
through civilisation, It is so strong as 
to be unbreakable, and yellow is the 
cleanest of colours, By putting us in 
touch with Chuang Tzu Mr. Waley has 
made thfg line vibrate, and in a world 
of detonating high explosives its vi- 
brations are not merely perceptible, 
but reassuring. .

NOTEWORTHY | 


RESULT OF CAMP 
EXPERIMENT 


A DETERMINED CAMPAIGN against tubereulosis—in- 
cluding heavy fines for indiscriminate spitting, lectures 
and talks, posters, and stickers—was described to the 
Press this morning at a special conference by Dr. P. S. 

‘ Selwyn-Clarke, the Director of Medical Services. _. 

At the Urban Council meeting on January 16, he revealed, 
the members unanimously supported him in his desire 
to introduce legislation affecting spitting. As a result, 
the Council has recommended to Government that Sec. 
3 of the Summary Office Ordinance, No. 40, 1932, should 
be amended by the addition of the following: — 

“Every person shall be liable to a fine not exceeding $250 
who, without lawful authority or excuse, spits in.a pu- 
blic place except in a drain or water channel, or, in a 
public building or other buildings to which the public 
has access, spits except in a spittoon or lavatory.” 


-This has also received the unanim- 
ous support of the District Watch 
Committee through the valuable ef- 
forts of the Secretary for Chinese 
Affairs and Sir Robert Kotewall. 

As an {indication of what can be 
done in this line, Dr. Selwyn-Clarke 
pointed out that only a few months 
ago it was impossible to walk around 
the North Point refugee camp with- 
out coming into contact with this dis- 
gusting habit. . 

“COURT OF JUSTICE” 

To-day, one can walk around the 
camp freely and find nothing. This, 
he said, had been changed through 
simple regulations which had been 
put into effect and by the setting ur 
of a “Court of Justice,” composed of 
refugees and destitutes, who meted 
out fatigue duties to offenders. Those 
who had to spit were made to spit 
in the proper places. In another 
camp, the New Life Movement — 
which is based on the teachings o 
Sun Yat-sen and General Chiang 
Kal-shek and _ therefore severely 
frowns on promiscuous, public spit-

MAIN PROBLEM 

Turning his attention. to the main 
problem of tuberculosis itself, Dr. 
Selwyn-Clarke revealed thet there 
were 7,591 cases, with 4,443 deaths, 
last year as compared with 4,920 
deaths the year before.

Tuberculosis Association 
Kong, he said, and among those who 
have agreed. to help in its formation 
are Messrs. M. F. Key, W. Yinson 
Lee, Dr. Li Shu-pui, Mr. Li Tse- 
fong, Dr. F. ¥.

WISE WORDS8—FORGOTTEN 

Those were wise words which al- 
though they have been forgotten by 
Herr Hitler have not been forgotten 
elsewhere. 

Other speeches of Hitler’ S$ are also 
recalled, in which he gave pledges to 
German-Polish friendship. 

In January 1937, in the Reichstag, 
he declared: “True statesmanship will 
not disrégard realities .but give: them 
attention. The Polish people and the 
Polish State have become a reality.” 

And as late as September, 1938, in 
the Sportpalast: “‘We realise that here 
are two peoples which must live side 
by side. A State with a population 
of 33,000,000 will always seek access 
to the sea. The way to understanding 
had, therefore, to be found. It has 
been found and it will be continuous- 
ly further developed.” - 

PREMIER'S STATEMENT. 

But the way of understanding 
which he so often and so frequently 
proclaimed was abandoned by Hitler. 
He chose another way. It is a suffi- 
ficient commentary on that other way 
that on the eve of the fifth anniver- 
sary of the German-Polish  agree- 
ment, the Prime Minister had to reply 
affirmatively in the Commons when 
asked if his attention had been called 
to the shooting of children in Poland 
by~ Germans. 

Mr. Chamberlain said: “The report 
of the execution of '136 students, 
some of whom are sald to have been 
as young as 12 or 13 years old, was 
contained in a Memorandum on the 
conditions in German-occupied Po-
